Farmers with no lack of skill or eutor- 
prise will teil you that they cannot re- 
alizia cstsh enough upon their produce 
to pay for hired labor. Soma cannot 
get enough to pay the taxes merciless- 
ly heaped up upon them by a con- 
scienoeleas Administration.Immigrants 
come, find nothing to do, see the stag- 
nant condition of tile country and go 
away again. Look at Manitoba how 
it is filling up. Oompare times thcro 
withttimes h^ris. . There the demand 
for labor is so -great that Burvoying 

' parties-cannot be manned. Hero sur- 
Teying parties have to be made up 
"on tho sly" to avoid the rush of es- 
bessivo applications. Coiunaro "Winni- 
peg and Victoria. Now, can it possib- 
ly be doubted ^ that tho mo- 
ment bona fide Raihvay con- 
atruetion commences in the Pro- 
vince all this will be changed?

Prince Fredoiick "William, oldest 
sou of tho Crown Prince of Prussia, 
and heir to the German throne, has 
now been duly entered as a schoiar of 
tliQ second form at tho jiublic gram- 
mar school at Cftssel. Imitating the 
[)iactice usually observed iu this coun- 
try, his parents took him to tho head 
master of tho establishment, and, like 
oidiiiiiry citizens, had him examined 
in their presoneo. Bofofe leaving the 
Director, as tho august monarch of a 
(rL'rnian gyiunasiuni if called, tho 
Crown Prinoo stipulated that his sou 
v.aa not to bo addrcHscd aa "lloyal 
Highness," but to bo known only un-

Who Invented Sausages f 

A correspondent asks us thia qncstioa: 
" Who wos tho inventor of sauaages 7" 
Wo answered : It was unknown, Julius 
Ccostvr claimed to bo the inventor, bet 
historians and commentators haVe uni« 
vcraally scouted hia claim, 'f herW is no 
doubt in the minda of th'a: be's.B 'iftibrmed 
writers on tho subject btlt-lha1)''lh6 Ger- 
mans we-e tho inventors ''of 'the' sausage, 
and that 'Cnisar in hia ware against the 
stubborn Gorman tribes became acquaint- 
ed with their way of making the sausage. 
On his return to Rome, after oiossing tht 
P.ubicon, ho tried lo induce the inhabit- 
ants of tho Imperial city to adopt it as an 
article of food, but the Rc)mana^1?ere rich, 
they fed on luxuries garnered from the 
lauds which ' they had conquered and 
thej rejected the sausage. On the morn- 
ing of the day of his death at the 'hands 
of tho conspirators, Casaar sadly informed 
his wife that Imporial Rome v^aa tottsr- 
ing to its fall, and that fall was-'bastened 
by ita rejection of s o usages. 'It^a singu- 
lar and extraordinary fact— one ^uottd 
by tho great hist'oriari -Simnnidps, and 
Gibbons, and Nicbuhr— that no nation 
has been great na a military power, in 
modern times, which did not mako sau- 
sages one of its prime nrticles of diet. 
The recent war hctwceu (Jerranny and 
Franco proves this. Soventy-fivo years 
ago tho French wero intensHly^fond of 
sausage, then t bey overran' EiirOpe. But, 
lil;o the Romans, they took "td'Inxurons 
livincr. and tho do-.vnfall of la bell* France 
followed. 

The (.iermnns havo always been a war- 
like nation. They havo aUayi'WAn eat* 
ern of tausago. The greittefet '-'i^ineral 'of 
modern times, Moltko, -dittos' irtJbn sans- 
ago three times a day. He sajril that no 
man who is not a lover of aausigea can 
over mako a groat general.' Some years 
ago ho was called upon while at breakfaai 
byayonng oflicur. Ho was-oatiug hii 
usual meal of " wur.st and pumpernickel," 
and asked the young ollicor to join him. 
The olfer was declined on the ground that 
he never could «at sausages. "Sir," said 
the great general, looking at the o£Soer 
withOaabiug eyes, '-thi; man~who ''cannol 
oat sausages need never e.vpect promo- 
tion from mo." The young officer at once 
applied himself s(j assiduously to the cul- 
tivation of a taslo for sausagos that in the 
late war ho had risen to be General Von 
Moltke's chief of sittff. A distaste for sau- 
aages led to the dismissal of a wooer of 
the General's daughter. She afterwards 
married a manufacturer of sausages with 
her father's approbation, and ohe ia now 
tho happy mother of eight healthy sau- 
sage-eating children. Wero anyone to 
say in General "Von Moltke's presenoa 
that sftUBoges wero made out of refnae 
dogs, ho would regard it as a mortal of- 
fence. And .vet he haa nevei acoonnted 
for the decadence in the number of dogs 
in Germany ainoe sauaages became the 
national food, a» frogs are that of the 
I'rench, potatoes and herrings of the Ir- 
ish, beef and plum puddiug of the Eng- 
lish, ijuekwlirat cakes and tobii'iSM of Am- 
ericiins, and 1 le v wood's -Eorlt Sa(6age of 
Ihitidi Columbiana.
